A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone inten/iew with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/iew.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Siegel requested clarification why more than one SEQ ID No 
could not be searched. The examiners Shukia and Lu explained that SEQ ID NOs: 1-16 were different nucleotide 
sequences from different bacteria and each would require a separate search in the sequence database.and this would 
be a search burden. The examiner suggested to specify the sequence regions of interest by nucleotide sequence 
locations in SEQ ID N0:9 and cancel claim 41 that was related to multiple SEQ iD NOs and covered sequence regions 
of interest.
